THE COUNTRY is now occupled 
with another self-styled ‘‘defeat" 
— what is being seen as the loss of 
the propaganda war. As before, 


whole free world and much of the 
Third World was for us, or at 
worst neutral. And now? As 
friendship turned to neutrality, 
neutrality to antagonism, and an- 
tagonism to open hostility, it used 
to be said, ‘The governments 
may be agalnst us, but the people 
are all for us." Apart from the 
fact that it is governments, not 
peoples, which take the measures 
affecting our fate, the support of 
the people seema also to have 
been lost: the people of Asia, 
Africa, Central and South 
America, and Europe. 

Certainly we are losing ground 
on the campuses throughout 
the world, as regards both faculty 
and students. On a lecture tour 
last month of Japanese univers 
sities, in many places I was quite 
openly invited no? to discuss Mid- 
die Eastern politics. At the 
University of Kyoto, a number of 
Japanese friends warned me in- 
dependently, my physical safety 
Could not be guaranteed if I set 
toot on the campus, whatever the 
subject of my lecture. 

Yet a few years ago, whatever 
my subject, atudents and 
Colleagues allke wanted ‘to hear 
about Israel, even in countries 
such as Pakistan and India. There 
was a time when it was the rights 
of Jews that were seen to be 
denied, and to the Jews that 
justice was to be done, as the land 
of Israel was seen as being return- 
ed to the Jews to whom it belong- 
ed. All that waa long ago, In what 
now seems like another world. 

Even terrorism has not won us 
the sympathy which one might 
think ig the least that is owing to 
its victims. A British industrial 
€ngineer, whose firm supplies: 
€quipment to Israeli factories and 
who was here for 4 few days to 
Correct a maintenance fault, dis- 
Gussed with me the problem of 
terrorism, with what we have 
Come to expect of ‘‘balance’’ and 
“even-handedneas.” Terror is 
equated with Israel's "relations": 
“They kill children at Ma'alot, 
you in refugee camps." 

Indeed, our actions are worse, 
for ours are motivated by re- 
Venge not by national aspirations. 
Of course, IRA bombings are- 
murderous and unforgivable. The 
Japanese, too, have been sub- 
jected to. terrorist bombings of 

~banks and department-stores. But 


- this does not create sympathy for 


Israel. os 
ΤῸ my mind, all this has 


nevertheless — that words do 
matter. We Jews, certainly, have 
every reason to acknowledge the 
historical force of power over 
men's minds and hearts, as our 
history from Ezra to Herzi 
testifies. True, there is a danger of 
succumbing to a modern avoda 
zara (Idol worship) — a belief in 
the magic of words. - 

What we say, and what is sald 
to us, is important. Even in 
totalitarian regimes, annoyance 
can: be effective; in less 
totalitarian ones, what people say 
directly affects policy. The United 
States, certainly, cares deeply 
about world opinion, especially. 
after Vietnam, and about the 
opinion of its own public, especial- 
ly after Watergate. For the υ.8., 
what is right depends. markedly 
on what others say is right. 

Hasbara may be as important 
for its effect on us as for its effect 


on others. To try-to explain as best’. - 
-we can what we are doing and why.

IT WOULD BE a gross injustice to 
our tireless, dedicated, and 
brilliant spokesmen In the UN and 
other forums to ignore the 
resolute and even heroic efforts 
they have made to take the offen- 
sive in hasbara. If we were to re- 
main on the offensive, we would 
say, first, always and everywhere 
— we are the nation of refugees, 
and don't forget it, as we cannot 
and shail not forget! Before the 
State’ was born, and outside 
Palestine, however defined, there 
were Arab riots and pogroms 
against the Jews. I. do not 
speak of the Mufti of 
Jerusalem in the Nazi era, or 
earlier still, but of Iraq in 1941, 
Libya in 1945 (when 180 Jews were 
slaughtered), Egypt in 1846, 
Yemen in 1947. There have been 
hundreda of thousands of Jewish 
refugees from Arab countries, 
only we were not so callous as to 
keep them in refugee camps. 

Had the Arabs treated their 
own people as we did ours, they 
would have absorbed, in the same 
proportion, not one million but 35 
milllon refugees. What is more, 
Israel itself hea contributed to 
UNRWA aa much as, or more 
than, Iraq, Jordan, Lebanon, 
Libya, Saudi Arabia, or Syria. [n- 
cidentally, the United States has 
contributed 550 million dollars;

GLENN GURFEIN, 21, of Great 
Neck, New York, had planned to 
be in Indla by now. A com- 
munications major at the Univer- 
sity of Syracuse, Glenn decided 
last summer to spend the year 
travelling. 

His leisurely progress towards 
the distant Orient stopped in 
September in a grocery store in 
the Jerusalem suburb of Givat 
Mordechai. He was failing to com- 
municate with the grocer when 
another customer, Mordechal 
Schiller, came to his assistance.

A forgotten man 


MOSHE HALEVY, who dicd three 
wecks ago at the age of 70, was a 
pathetic figure. As one of the 
original members of the Habimah 
company in Moscow, he belonged 
to the legendary breed which laid 
the foundations for the Hebrew 
theatre; as the founder of Ohel, 
the ‘‘workers’ theatre,"’ he played 
a central role in the artistic life of 
the country for a number of years. 
And he spent about one-third of his 
life as a forgotten man, the tide of 
the burgeoning theatre of Israel 
having washed over him. 

One can see in the man's life a 
reflection of some aspects of the 
life of the nation. He belonged to 
the generation of founders who 
were imbued with an idealism 
which appears piteously im- 
mature to our contemporary 
sadder and wiser eyes, with a 
Utopianism to which everything 
man conceives is possible !f he 
only wills it. Halevy was part of 
the generation and the breed 
which sincerely believed that 
mankind, including the Jewish 
people, was polsed on the 
threshold of an era in which the 
loftiest ideas ever conceived by 
humanity were about to be realiz- 
ed — and which lived to 866 Its 
hopes turn to dust. 

“In 1918, when Halevy was a stu- 
dent of chemistry In Moscow, and 
not particularly interested in his 
studies at a time when history was 
sweeping by the windows of his 
laboratory, he heard of the 
Habimah studio, a group of stage- 
struck youngsters who had con- 
ceived the insane idea of creating 
ἃ theatre in Hebrew. He applied 
for admission and was accepted. 
He participated as an actor in 
Habimah's first productions, In- 
cluding “The Dybbuk," which 
made an international celebrity of 
the Moscow Hebrew studio. 

Halevy soon became assistant 
director, but after seven years 


with the company decided to 
leave, for he felt that the place ofa 
Hebrew theatre was in the land 
where Hebrew was beginning to 
be spoken, while Habimah was 
still undecided whether to stay in 


IN HIS MEMOIRS, Halevy 
records the impressiona of his 
arrival in Eretz Israel in 1026, 
When his boat approached the Jaf- 
fa coast, he rushed up on deck for 


Moscow or proceed to Palestine. 


a first sight of the promised land 
— and was struck by disappolnt- 
ment. 

"In the gray twilight of a hot, 
silent, early morning I saw a low, 
narrow, long strip of coast. This 
dumbfounded me. In my imagina- 
tion I always saw Eretz Isracl ona 
mighty mountain; ‘Zion’ was to 
me not only a mountain where the 
Temple once stood, but also a 
symbolic mount of fantasy em- 
bracing the whole country, 8 lofty 
place, airy and transparent. And 
here, all I saw was a strip of such 
low, gray land." 

No sooner did he arrive than he 
began to realize his dream, the 
creation of a ‘'workers' theatre." 
While not a Communist, Halevy 
waa the spiritual child of the Rus- 
sian Revolution, which saw in the 
workers and peasants the elite of 
society, superior belngs carrying 
the sublime Ideals of the revolu- 
tion. This way of thinking went 
well with the idea of ‘religion of 
labour" which then imbued this 
country's labour movement. 


OHEL, which was established in 
1926 under the auspices of the 
Histadrut, reflected the mind of 
its founder. All its members, actors 
and others, had to be manual 
to be manual workers, not 
professionals of the theatre, 80 as 
not to lose their contact with the 
working class. Naturally, they 
were not to receive pay for the 


holy work they were performing, 
and they were to live a kibbutz- 
like life, deriving their income 
from physica! labour in factorles 
and on the land. 

Needless to say, those prin- 
ciples were soon abandoned; the 
actors became professionals In the 
sense that they received pay, and 
devoted their full time to the 
theatre. As for repertoire, the 
plays naturally had to reflect the 
point of view of the working class. 
And there was the rub, the most 
obvious and primary one, for 
there were no such plays 
available. Thus, Ohel's first offer- 
ing was an evening of dramatized 
stories by J. L. Peretz, the 
mystical Yidd::h writer — a pret- 
ty far ery trom “proletarlan'’ 


theatre.

Next on Ohel's repertoire was a 
real "proletarian’’ play, “The 
Fishermen,"' adapted from the 
Dulch. ‘The villain was an un- 
scrupulous entreprencur who 
heavily insured a dceerepit fishing 
boat and sent It to sea to sink. The 
epilogue showed the dead 
flshermen emerging from the 
depths to proclaim that victory 
would eventually be theirs, for 
justice must triumph in the end. 

After one more of this kind, 
Ohel quietly settled Into a routine 
of ‘bourgeois’ repertoire, with 
many plays of a biblical and 
nationalistic character. The quall- 
ty. whatever it may have been 
in the beginning, steadily 
deteriorated. In 158, Unel reach- 
ed an artistic and financial nadir, 
and the Histadrut withdrew its 
sponsorship on the grounds that 
Ohe! was no more a workers’ 
theatre than Habimah and the 
other companies. ν 

Halevy had left Ohel long 
before that, in 1960, after an un- 
successful Guropean tour which 
clearly demonstrated the com- 


to determine now, half a century 
later, whether the Peretz Evening 
was good or bad theatre. The 
memories of those who saw It are 
clouded by time and nostalgia, 
while the critical notices was in 
while the critical notices were 
written by non-professionals and 
cannot be relied upon. 


BUT THERE is no doubt that 
Ohel's debut was a tremendous 
success In a young country starv- 
ed for artistic nourishment, The 
success was particularly striking 
in-the kibbutzim to which Ohel 
took its productions, thus es- 
tablishing the still prevalent 
Israel! pattern of a theatre based 
in the metropolis but travelling to 
every part of the country. The 
theatres which came later follow- 
ed Ohel's example. 


pany's deterioration. Most of the 
actors recrulted in the haleyon 
days proved to be not sufficiently 
qualified when the standards 
prevailing in the country rose, and 
the cooperative structure of the 
company made It impossible to hy 
troduce changes and rid Ohe! of 
the accumulated artistic dead 
wood. 

Thus Ohel and Halevy from 
then on went their own ways, Chel 
teetering from criais to crisis until 
fits dissolution in 1968, Halevy 
vainly trying to recapture his 
days of glory with a succegsion of 
pathetic enterprises, Including a 
calamitous revival of his Peretz 
Evening. For a long time he 
championed the idea of a 
“Biblical Theatre,” ia., a theatre 
which would perform only biblical 
plays; but fortunately for 
everyone concerned, the idea waa 
never realized, and the country 
was thus spared the burden of 
another holy cow which refuses to 
die of starvation. te 

He spent the last years of his 
life in total obscurity, a complete- 
ly forgetten man. Only death 
brought him back, for a brief mo- 
ment, to the public eye.

Perhaps the Standards 
Institute and/or the Ministry of 
Commerce and Industry should 
Insist on the quality grading of 
boilers by their manufacturers in 
accordance with their Insulating 
capacity. 

This aspecl, — Indeed, that of 
energy conservation altogether — 
though not a new subject, has 
been neglected in the past. It is 
bound to become a major con- 
alderation In asectting new Ilcgal 
quality standards and In manufac- 
ture. There is a strong case today 
for Government experts, the 
Technion, builders and induatry to 
cooperate in adjusting our homes, 
offices and indusirlal plants and 
the energy-consuming in- 
stallations in them to the changed 
conditions of our existence. 


MR. MAHRER says that carpets 
and curtains help somewhat to 
preserve heat. In top-floor 
apartments, or one-storcy houses, 
asphalt roofs, which are (or 
should be) whitewashed in the 
summer to reflect radiation and 
thereby ward off much of the 
sun's heat, ought to be painted 
dark in the winter for the reverse 
reason — to store whatever 
warmth the sun can offer when its 
rays reach the roof. But, he ad- 
mits, not many people will take 
the trouble. 

A valuable and more perma- 
nent measure is to insulate inside 
walls by a thicker layer of plaster. 
A still better method is to put a 
layer of rock wool] or vermicullle 
on the walls and to cover that in 
turn with plaster, Such inaulation 
will keep a room cooler in 
summer and warmer in winter, 
and the saving on electricity or 
fuel will well repay the Inveat- 
ment.
